REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The spring term of school, 1919, opened April 7 and 
continued until June 6, when it was brought to a close 
owing to lack of funds. Mrs. Alice Hadley taught at the 
Center, Miss Eva Hadley at Burnham Hill, Miss Sarah 
Ames at North Dunbarton and Miss Emma Jones at Mont- 
alona, the latter school being opened for the first time in 
five terms. 
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But one pupil was graduated in June, Fred Mills from 
the North Dunbarton school. 

The fall term and the beginning of the first school year 
under the new school law opened September 2 with some 
changes in the teaching force, Miss Elsie Reade taking 
charge at the Center and Miss Cora Woodbury at Monta- 
lona. Miss Eva Hadley continuing at Burnham’s Hill and 
Miss Ames at North Dunbarton. 

Under the new school law schools must be open for at 
least 36 weeks unless for good reasons the state board con- 
sents to a shorter time. The fall term was 12 weeks, the 
winter term 10 weeks and the spring term, 1920, will be 
14 weeks. 

The School Board with Superintendent Libbey, visited 
the Waite schoolhouse in accordance with the instructions 
given at the last annual meeting of the district, to estimate 
the cost of putting the house in condition to satisfy the re- 
quirements of the State Board; in our opinion this can not 
be done for less than $500.- Alterations will also have to be 
made in all of the other schoolhouses, as none of them are 
up to the state requirements and it will be necessary to ex- 
pend a considerable sum before they will be considered sat- 
isfactory. 

Board here- 
with presents the Budget for the year bee Septem-

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of the Town of Dunbarton: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as superin- 
tendent of the Dunbarton schools. , 
The schools closed their work last June, having completed 
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a reasonably satisfactory year’s work, considering the many 
interruptions from sickness. But one pupil graduated from 
the eighth grade, Fred Mills. He entered the Concord 
schools in September and is successfully carrying the work 
there, as is shown by his promotion at mid-year. 

In September the administration of the schools came 
under the “New School Law.” The first effect noticeable 
in the Dunbarton schools, was cleaner schoolhouses and 
neater toilets. The next was cleaner children, for in every 
schoolhouse has been placed towels, soap and washing facili- 
ties, and teachers have been instructed to see to it that these 
things are used whenever necessary. 

Physical training has also been introduced in each school, 
and beneficial effects are already seen. 

| have been unable as yet to secure a school nurse to 
make a physical examination of the children, but expect to 
secure one soon. 

So much has been done toward the physical betterment 
of the future citizens of Dunbarton. The next step for 
the better protection of the health of the children is to pro- 
vide arrangements for satisfactory heating and ventilation. 
At the present time there are no means of ventilating one 
of our school rooms except by windows. The heating is 
very unsatisfactory because of its unequal distribution— 
pupils near the stove are too warm, those in the back of the 
room too cold. I believe $120 will satisfactorily equip the 
schoolhouses now in use with adequate heating and ventilat- 
ing outfits. This will have to be done as it is one of the 
minimum requirements for approved schools, and to secure 
state aid we must at least meet the minimum requirements, 

Dunbarton is one of the fortunate towns of the state in 
having teachers for all its schools. I hope this good for- 
tune will continue. If it does, it will be because we awake 
to conditions and get ready to meet them. The conditions 
are, that teachers cannot live at present salaries, and are 
leaving the profession by thousands. Over 20,000 schools 
in the United States are closed this year and about 500,000. 
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children not receiving any instruction in consequence. If 
we expect to have teachers, we must make teaching attrac- 
tive. We must pay for services rendered and pay well. We 
can then have teachers who have prepared to teach and who 
keep up with the times. 

We should not pay more if we are not to get increased re- 
turns. Trained teachers will give us increased returns. | 
hope, and believe the day has gone by when we shall be 
willing to employ as teachers, those who are not interested 
enough in their work to prepare themselves for it- 

The teacher cost in Dunbarton next year will probably be 
$600 more than it is this, if we maintain the same number 
of schools and employ only teachers with experience, train- 
ing and a spirit of progressiveness. 

All the schools are doing good work. Splendid interest 
is being shown by the pupils, and good results being ob- 
tained. We are trying to have the teachers realize, that 
they are teaching boys and girls, not subjects; that they 
should see in the boys and girls of today, the citizens.of to- 
morrow, and direct their teaching to the end of making 
good citizens, for that is the real purpose of the schools. 
We are trying to make good citizens for New Hampshire 
in the Dunbarton schools, |

10. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount on 
all property taxes paid on or before July 1, 1921, and if so 
what per cent. 


11. To hear the report of the committee on the soldiers 
memorial, and see what action the town will take relative 
to it and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate in order to secure Federal and State 
aid for the control of white pine blister rust. 


13. To see what action the town will take relative to its 
right of water power located at Kimball’s Pond and raise 
and appropriate money for the same. 


14. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to apply to its debt. 


15. To hear reports of agents, auditors and other 
officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


16. To transact any other business that may legally come

To the School Board of Dunbarton: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as superintendent 
of Dunbarton schools.

REPAIRS. 


The repairs for the coming year will be in the nature of 
brightening the school rooms. The Center school building 
should have ceiling patched and whitened. The whole in- 
terior needs painting, and the toilets should be improved. 

The Burnham Hill building needs a new floor, and the in- 
terior painted a brighter color. The toilets should be made 
accessible directly from the school room. This is now the 
only school building in town where children are obliged to 
go out of doors to get to the toilet. : 

The Waite school building should this year have Cora’ 
the repairs begun last year. 

All the schools should be gradually equipped with new ad- 
justable desks and chairs. 


TRACHERS. 


Dunbarton has again been fortunate in having teachers for 
all its schools. At no time during the past four years, when 


40 


many other towns have been obliged to close schools for want 
of teachers, have our teaching positions been vacant. 

While the teacher shortage is not as acute as it has been, 
it is by no means entirely relieved. It is probable that there — 
will be more teachers in the market next year than for three 
years past. I doubt, however, that there will be any more ex- 
perienced teachers willing to take rural schools, like those in 
Dunbarton. Salaries will probably remain about the same 
as NOW. 

I should not advise estimating the teacher cost next year 
more than it is now. 


ScHoot EXPENSES. 


Much discussion is heard concerning the increased cost of 
running schools in the past four years. Why should not 
schools, like every other kind of business, cost more than they 
did four years ago? Labor cost everywhere has increased. 
Why should not teacher cost? Materials of all kinds have ey- 
erywhere increased in cost. School materials are among the 
rest. That you may understand the comparative cost of the 
schools in the past four years, and see that teacher cost is not 
responsible for the larger per cent of the increased cost, I 
submit the following data: 


The total cost of the schools in Dunbarton from 
Feb. 15, 1916, to Feb. 15, 1917 was... Se $2,453.00 
The teacher cost for the same time was 
$1,129.77, or 46% of the whole cost. 
Feb. 15, 1917, to Feb. 15, 1918 the cost was.... $2,564.52

the whole. 
Feb. 15, 1918, to Feb. 14, 1919! the cost was.... $2,878.04 
The teacher cost was $1,048.40, or 36% of 
the whole. | 
Feb. 14, 1919, to Feb. 23, 1920, the cost was..... $3,644.61 
The teacher cost was $1,557.25, or 42% of 
the whole. 
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I have taken, for purposes of like comparisons, the records 
from February to February of each year, rather than from 
September to September, as is now the school fiscal year. 

You will note that the increased cost of the schools from 
1916 to 1920 was $1,191.61, or 48%. In considering the in- 
creased cost of the last two years, we should consider the fact 
that the state, under the provisions of the new Educational 
Law, has helped to pay this increase. Last year, under this 
law, Dunbarton paid to the state, $679.04. It received from 
the state toward our school expenses $851.22, or $172.18 more 
than it*paid. Deducting this amount from the expense of 
1920, really makes the net increase of cost to the town 41% 
rather than 48% for the past four years. This year the town 
- will pay to the state, under this law, in state tax, per capita 
tax and excess salary of superintendent, approximately $705. 
It will receive back from the state $1,780.12, or $1,076.51 
more than it pays the state, and, besides, gets its superinten- 
‘dent free. e 
_ So far as Dunbarton is concerned, the present Educational 
Law is a profitable thing, and justly so. 


In GENERAL. 


Last year Dunbarton received some of the benefits of 
health supervision. Sixty pupils were examined by Miss 
Murphy, state supervisor of health. 

Two children were found suffering from malnutrition; 1 
child had defective vision; 19 had defective teeth; 1 had or- 
thopedic defects. 

Seventeen notices were sent to parents calling their atten- 
tion to these cases. 

The real benefit to be derived from these examinations 
comes from the parents acting upon report sent them.
